REASONS FOR ALLOWACNE 

1. Claims 1-7, 9-11, 14-23, 25-26, 28-31 are allowed. 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record specifically Kishimoto (JP-A- 1 1-240226) fails to suggest or disclose the 
collective features of the invention such as: "an index unit that determines a group name for the 
separation based on a printing condition and a criterion, and determining the index image 
representing the group name to be printed on the record medium together with the image by the 
image print unit; and a changing unit that changes the criterion based on a command inputted to 
the print controller" These features along with the rest of the claims limitations would render the 
claims allowable.
